Combinations Are Being Probed by 
Industrial Commission. 


STANDARD OIL METHODS EXPOSED. 


Hon. James W. Lee, of Pittsburgh, 
-© Gives Testimony Which Is Damag- 
ing to the Great Monopoly—His 
Plan for Prevention. 


Washington, May 12. — The indus- 
trial commission Thursday heard the 
first witness to be called in connection 
with its inquiry into the operation of 
trusts. The witness was Hon. James 
W. Lee, of Pittsburgh, attorney for sev- 
eral pipe line and oil companies, and 
formerly a state senator of Pennsyl- 
vania. Mr. Lee’s testimony was direct- 
ed especially against the Standard Oil 
company. 

Speaking of the effect of trusts 


upon the consumer, Mr. Lee said the. 


tendency was to increase prices until 
they become extortionate. Trusts were 
organized to secure a monopoly, and 
when this was secured by closing up 
rival establishments, they were in a 
position to fix prices, which were, ac- 
cording to his observation, generally 
increased in order to permit dividends 
on watered stock. This had been emi- 
nently true of the Standard Oil com- 
pany. As an illustration, he said that 
when the Pure Oil company, in which 
the witness is interested, went into the 
field in New York in ’96, they found the 


Standard selling oil at 9% cents a gal- | 


lon. The price was almost immediate- 
ly reduced to 51⁄4 cents and had re- 
mained there since, the object being to 
drive out the rival. The first price was 
inordinately high, but the latter was 
ruinously low, and while the indepen- 


dent company had met the reduction 


it had done so at a loss. 
Saving to the People. 
He thought the competition had re- 


“sulted in the saving of fully $3,000,000 


to the people of Greater New York. 
The same condition of affairs existed 
at other competitive points. Mr. Lee 
expressed the opinion that the Stand- 
ard company was still getting rebates 
from the railroad companies, despite 
the law, and he thought this was ac- 
complished by paying exorbitant 
prices for lubricating oil. He esti- 
mated that the Standard company had 
within the past 20 years absorbed about 
100 independent companies, but that 
the companies with which he was con- 
nected had refused to sell at an ad- 
vance of 12 per cent. in cost when they 
were about to be closed out by the 
sheriff. This refusal had been dictated 
largely by sentiment. Now, however, 
the independent companies were doing 
a profitable business. He knew of sev- 
eral refineries which had been pur- 
chased at high prices by the Standard 
company and then had been shut down. 
He had also heard that men had re- 
ceived a bonus to remain idle, but he 
had no personal information on this 
subject. 

Competition Encouraged Abroad, 

Mr. Lee said the Standard Oil com- 
pany had made.an effort to prevent 
the extension of the business of the in- 
dependent companies to foreign mar- 
kets by buying up the tankage at given 
points and by selling at lower prices 
than prevailed even,in the United 
States. Still, the independent com- 
panies were able to compete abroad 
largely because in Great Britain and 
Germany, and in some other countries, 


competition was preserved to a greater 


extent than in the United States. In 
Germany no one was allowed to do 
business at a loss. The profits made 
abroad was what enabled the inde- 
pendent companies to continue in ex- 
istence, as the business in this country 
alone was unprofitable. 7 
Profits of Standard oil. > 

Mr. Lee’s testimony at the afternoon 
session of the commission was devoted 
to the effect of trusts upon the pro- 
ducer and upon labor, dealing again ex- 
clusively with the oil business. He said 
the aim of the trust was to get a com- 
plete monopoly of business, fixing the 
price as it may please and leaving little 
or no profit for the producer. He 
thought if there had been 50 refiners in- 
stead of the Standard company the mar- 
ket would have been just as extensive, 
the consumer would have gotten his oil 
as cheaply and the producer would have 
been much better off. RO

The discussion will 
embrace all subjects of industrial, com- 
mercial, labor and transportation com- 
binations, their uses and abuses. The 
big industrial combinations of the 
country will be invited to send repre- 


sentatives to discuss the problems un- 


der consideration.

Dispatches from Otis Indicate Cam- 
paign in the Philippines Is Pro- 
- pressing Satisfactorily. 


Washington, May 12. — The cables 
from Gen. Otis Thursday were gratify- 
ing to the officials of the war depart- 
ment. Portions of the dispatch regard- 
ing the situation were not made public, 
relating, it is understood, to prospective 
movements: The-cable regarding the 
return of the volunteers indicates that 
the troops are making no clamor to be 
sent home, but see the necessity of re- 
maining until they can be relieved by 
the regulars now on their way, and be 
sent to Manila as soon as they can be 
shipped. Gen. Otis says the troops to 
be sent first are in the island of Negros 
and at the front. This no doubt means 
the California regiment, which is prob- 
ably in Negros, and it is known that the 
Oregon regiment is with Gen. Lawton 
somewhere in the vicinity of Maasin. 

Washington, May 12. — Gen. Otis 
has cabled the war department con- 
cerning the situation in the Philippines. 
He says that it is very encouraging. 
The tone of the dispatch leads the offi- 
cials here to believe that the end of the 
Filipino insurrection is near at hand. 

Following is the text of the dispatch 
from Gen. Otis: 

“Manila, May 11.—Adjutant General, 
Washington: Situation as follows: Suc- 
ceeded in passing army gunboats to 
Calumpit for use in Rio Grande; rail- 
way connections with that point secured 
this week; passage of gunboats through 
Macabebe country hailed with joyful dem- 
onstration by inhabitants. * * * In coun- 
try passed over by troops temporary civil 
administration inaugurated and protection 
to inhabitants against insurgent abuses 
given as far as possible. Signs of insur- 
gent disintegration daily manifested. Ob- 
stacles which natural fears of country 
present can be overcome. 

(Signed) . “OTIS? 

Washington, May 12. — In reply to 
the cable of Adjt. Gen. Corbin regard- 
ing return of volunteers Gen. Otis 
eabled Thursday morning: 

“Manila, May. 11.—Adjutant General, 
Washington: Volunteer organizations first 
to return now at Negros and 45 miles 
from Manila at front. Expected that 
transports now arriving will take return- 
ing volunteers. Volunteers understand 
they will begin to leave for United States 
the latter part of month; know importance 
of their presence here at this time and ac- 
cept sacrifice which United States inter- 
ests make imperative. Hancock now en- 
tering harbor. Transports returning this 
week carry sick and wounded men. Penn- 
sylvania and St. Paul not needed longer 
in southern waters where they have been 
retained, hence dispatch; transports Nel- 
son and Cleveland brought freight; return 
without cargo.

“OTIS: 


Good Time Given Officers and Men of 


the Nashville—Reception 
Held. 


St. Louis, May 12.—Thousands of vis- 
itors were taken on board the United 
States gunboat Nashville Thursday, 
and many thousands more wanted to 
visit her, but could not on account of 
the crowd. At ten o’clock the officers 
of the Nashville in carriages, escorted 
by a platoon of police and troops K and 
G, Third cavalry, under Capts. Hunter 
and Hardie, and followed by the crew 
of the gunboat on foot, paraded 
through the business section of the 
city to the Merchants’ exchange, where 
the visitors were given_a reception.

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AN AWFUL TRAGEDY. 


: Bloody Crime of Joseph Harvey, at 


Howard City, Mich. 


HE. KILLS THREE OF HIS RELATIVES. 


After Murdering His Uncle, 
Grandmother and His Wife, and 
“Trying to Slay Two Others, 
He Shoots Himself. 


Howard.City, Mich., May 12.—Joseph 
Harvey at night killed his wife, his 
uncle, Robert Pierson, and his grand- 
mother, aged 70, wounded his three- 
month-old child and wounded his fa- 
ther-in-law, John Logenslayer, and fin- 
ally shot himself, inflicting a wound 
which may. prove fatal. 

Harvey’s uncle and grandmother live 
a mile north of town. The murderer 
went there in the evening. He asserts 
that Pierson was quarreling with his 
grandmother and that he interfered; 
that thereupon Pierson stabbed and 
killed the aged woman, and that he 
(Harvey) retaliated by shooting his 
unele. After shooting Pierson, Harvey 
stabbed him three times. 

Harvey then returned home, but said 
nothing about his terrible acts at Pier- 
son’s house. He offered to sit up by the 
corpse of his wife’s mother. According- 
ly the ‘others retired. It was four 
o’clock in the morning when Harvey 
went te his wife’s room and killed her, 
and attempted to slay his baby and his 
father-in-law. He also fired at Miss Le- 
bard, a teacher, who boarded “in the 
house, but without effect. Harvey‘s 
wound is serious. He was employed in 
a furniture factory and is only 20 years 
of age. 


EAGER FOR DEWEY FIRST. 


Mayor of New York Sends Urgent Re- 
quest to Admiral to Land in 
Eastern City. 


New York, May 12. — The following 
cablegram was sent by Mayor Van 
Wyck to Admiral Dewey Thursday: 

“The people of the city of New York de- 


sire an opportunity to officially welcome 


you on your return home. They earnestly 
request that you first reach America at the 
city -of New ‘York, the metropolis of the 
western hemisphere, where the fullest op- 
portunity can be given the people of this 
country to do appropriate honor to the hero 
of the Spanish-American war.” 


He also sent the following telegram 
to Secretary Long: 

“The people of the city of New York in- 
tend to extend an official welcome to Ad- 
miral Dewey when he comes to this city. 
It is their earnest desire that the great ad- 
miral should first reach the American con- 
tinent at the port of New York. They sin- 
cerely hope that the United States navy 
department can so arrange his homecomi- 
ing. 

Washington, May 12. — Secretary 
Long said Thursday that the navy de- 
partment would not seek to influence 
Admiral Dewey in any way in the se- 
lection of the route by which he wili 
return to the United States. By an 
old custom of the department, an ad- 
miral is allowed to return to the United 
States at the end of his tour of service 
on a foreign station in his own flagship, 
and in the present case Admiral Dewey 
may choose his own course, coming 
either by way of Suez or directly across 
the Pacific. The department now ex- 
pects that he will reach this country 
early in July, though it is expected that 
he will not leave Manila until he has 
completed his functions as one of the 
Filipino commission, at least to the ex- 
tent of terminating hostilities. 


Dewey Sends Captured Guns. 

~- Washington, May 12.—The national 
museum in this city has received from 
Admiral Dewey two cannon captured 
from the Spaniards when Cavite fell. 
In one of them two shells and a grape- 
shot were found, and the museum offi- 
cials are wondering whether it had been 
loaded by the Spaniards during the 
fight and incautiously sent home by the 
gallant admiral. There was an incip- 
ient panic at the museum when the dis- 
covery was made that the cannon was 
loaded. A gunner, summoned from the 
navy yard, extracted the shells. They 
were of the percussion variety, but the 
caps were missing. The powder was 
moldy, but would have exploded if ig- 
nited.

ed especially against the Standard Oil 
company. 
Speaking of the effect of trusts 


upon the consumer, Mr. Lee said the. 


tendency was to increase prices until 
they become extortionate. Trusts were 
organized to secure a monopoly, and 
when this was secured by closing up 
rival establishments, they were in a 
position to fix prices, which were, ac- 
cording to his observation, generally 
increased in order to permit dividends 
on watered stock. This had been emi- 
nently true of the Standard Oil com- 
pany. As an illustration, he said that 
when the Pure Oil company, in which 
the witness is interested, went into the 
field in New York in ’96, they found the 
Standard selling oil at 9% cents a gal- 
lon. The price was almost immediate- 
ly reduced to 5% cents and had re- 
mained there since, the object being to 
drive out the rival. The first price was 
inordinately high, but the latter was 
ruinously low, and while the indepen- 
dent company had met the reduction 
it had done so at a loss. 
Saving to the People. 

He thought the competition had re- 
“sulted in the saving of fully $3,000,000 
to the people of Greater New York. 
The same condition of affairs existed 
at other competitive points. Mr. Lee 
expressed the opinion that the Stand- 
ard company was still getting rebates 
from the railroad companies, despite 
the law, and he thought this was ac- 
complished by paying exorbitant 
prices for lubricating oil. He esti- 
mated that the Standard company had 
within the past 20 years absorbed about 
100 independent companies, but that 
the companies with which he was con- 
nected had refused to sell at an ad- 
vance of 12 per cent. in cost when they 
were about to be closed out by the 
sheriff. This refusal had been dictated 
largely by sentiment. Now, however, 
the independent companies were doing 
a profitable business. He knew of sev- 
eral refineries which had been pur- 
chased at high prices by the Standard 
company and then had been shut down. 
He had also heard that men had re- 
ceived a bonus to remain idle, but he 
had no personal information on this 
subject. 

Competition Encouraged Abroad, 

Mr. Lee said the Standard Oil com- 
pany had made.an effort to prevent 
the extension of the business of the in- 
dependent companies to foreign mar- 
kets by buying up the tankage at given 
points and by selling at lower prices 
than prevailed even,in the United 
States. Still, the independent com- 
panies were able to compete abroad 
largely because in Great Britain and 
Germany, and in some other countries, 
competition was preserved to a greater 
extent than in the United States. In 
Germany no one was allowed to do 
business at a loss. The profits made 
abroad was what enabled the inde- 
pendent companies to continue in ex- 
istence, as the business in this country 
bane was unprofitable. 

Profits of Standard oil. > 

Mr. Lee’s testimony at the afternoon 
session of the commission was devoted 
to the effect of trusts upon the pro- 
ducer and upon labor, dealing again ex- 
clusively with the oil business. He said 
the aim of the trust was to get a com- 
plete monopoly of business, fixing the 
price as it may please and leaving little 
or no profit for the producer. He 
thought if there had been 50 refiners in- 
stead of the Standard company the mar- 
ket would have been just as extensive, 
the consumer would have gotten his oil 
as cheaply and the producer would have 
been much better off. 

“Where has the balance gone?” asked 
Mr. Livingston. 

“I think,” the witness replied, “the 
Standard Oil company could explain 
that. The understanding is that it has 
realized about $500,000,000. 

Mr. Lee was quite confident that the 
general effect of trusts was injurious to 
labor. The effect was to deprive la- 
borers of competition, of chance for em- 
ployment when thrown out of work and 
to make them subservient and poorer 
citizens, Speaking specifically of the 
Standard company’s treatment of its 
employes, he said they were well paid 
and a certain class of them received 
very high salaries. Still, the ultimate 
effect of any monopoly must be inju- 
rious to labor. 

His Plan for Prevention. 

As a means of prevention of trusts, 
Mr. Lee suggested a law making de- 
structive competition a criminal of- 
fense. He thought the fear of imprison- 
ment would intimidate some of them. 
Nothing had done so much as destruc- 
tive competition to prevent progress 
and fairness. The law could be passed 
by the states, and in case of prosecu- 
tion prices charged for years could be 
used in evidence. He would also sug- 
gest that the capital of all corporations 
except those of a public or quasi-public 
nature should be limited to $1,000,000. 
He thought that something of this kind 
was necessary, and that if a remedy was 
not found the country would be ruined 
by combinations of capital detrimental 
to the public interests. Under the pres- 
ent conditions personal ambition was 
stifled, and many men were being kept 
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ing to the officials of the war depart- 


‘ment. Portions of the dispatch regard- 


ing the situation were not made public, 


relating, it is understood, to prospective 


movements: The-cable regarding the 
return of the volunteers indicates that 
the troops are making no clamor to be 
sent home, but see the necessity of re- 
maining until they can be relieved by 
the regulars now on their way, and be 
sent to Manila as soon as they can be 
shipped.

Washington, May 12. — Gen. Otis 
has cabled the war department con- 
cerning the situation in the Philippines. 
He says that it is very encouraging. 
The tone of the dispatch leads the offi- 
cials here to believe that the end of the 
Filipino insurrection is near at hand. 

Following is the text of the dispatch 
from Gen. Otis: 


“Manila, May 
Washington: Situation as follows:

Freight Handlers Determined to Re- 
main Out Until Their Grievan-~ 
ees Are Adjusted. 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 12.—The striking 
freight handlers are firm in their de- 
termination to remain out until their 
grievances are adjusted. Several hun- 
dred men enrolled themselves as mem- 
bers of the union Wednesday and reso- 
lutions were adopted pledging those 
present not to work under the present 
system and demanding that they be 
paid 30 cents an hour for work outside 
the freight houses and 20 cents an hour 
for inside work. 

The grain contractors claim that ten 
elevators are working full-handed and 
that they are constantly adding to their 
force.

EAGER FOR DEWEY FIRST. 


Mayor of New York Sends Urgent Re- 
quest to Admiral to Land in 
Eastern City. 


New York, May 12. — The following 
cablegram was sent by Mayor Van 
Wyck to Admiral Dewey Thursday: 

“The people of the city of New York de- 


sire an opportunity to officially welcome 


you on your return home. They earnestly 
request that you first reach America at the 
city -of New York, the metropolis of the 
western hemisphere, where the fullest op- 
portunity can be given the people of this 
country to do appropriate honor to the hero 
of the Spanish-American war.” — 


He also sent the following telegram 
to Secretary Long: 


“The people of the city of New York in- 
tend to extend an official welcome to Ad- 
miral Dewey when he comes to this city. 
It is their earnest desire that the great ad- 
miral should first reach the American con- 
tinent at the port of New York. They sin- 
cerely hope that the United States navy 
department can so arrange his homecom- 
ing. >? 


Washington, May 12. — Secretary 
Long said Thursday that the navy de- 
partment would not seek to influence 
Admiral Dewey in any way in the se- 
lection of the route by which he wili 
return to the United States. By an 
old custom of the department, an ad- 
miral is allowed to return to the United 
States at the end of his tour of service 
on a foreign station in his own flagship, 
and in the present case Admiral Dewey 
may choose his own course, coming 
either by way of Suez or directly across 
the Pacific. The department now ex- 
pects that he will reach this country 
early in July, though it is expected that 
he will not leave Manila until he has 
completed his functions as one of the 
Filipino commission, at least to the ex- 
tent of terminating hostilities. 


Dewey Sends Captured Guns. 

-~ Washington, May 12.—The national 
museum in this city has received from 
Admiral Dewey two cannon captured 
from the Spaniards when Cavite fell. 
In one of them two shells and a grape- 
shot were found, and the museum offi- 
cials are wondering whether it had been 
loaded by the Spaniards during the 
fight and incautiously sent home by the 
gallant admiral. There was an incip- 
ient panic at the museum when the dis- 
covery was made that the cannon was 
loaded. A gunner, summoned from the 
navy yard, extracted the shells. They 
were of the percussion variety, but the 
caps were missing. The powder was 
moldy, but would have exploded if ig- 
nited. 


O: * on Strike. 

Conneaut, O., May 12.— At noon 
Thursday all of the foreign ore shov- 
elers employed at this harbor went out 
on strike. They number 600 men. They 
struck because three gangs of Ameri- 
cans recently brought here from Mich- 
igan were put to work unloading the 
steamer Neshoto. There are six ore 
boats in port, and all may be ordered 
elsewhere to unload.

Loubet’s Fine Decoration. 

The grand master’s collar of the Or- 
der of the Legion of Honor, with 
which President Loubet was invested, 
is of finely wrought gold, and is alto- 
gether a magnificent decoration, but 
very rarely assumed by the president. 
The order dates from Napoleon’s con- 
sulate in 1802. It comprises four 
classes—viz:, eighty grand crosses, 160 
grand officers, 400 commanders, and an 
unlimited number of officers and chey- 
aliers. Unless by the exercise of au- 
thority on the part of the grand mas- 
ter, or for some signal service to the 
state, all holding the order begin as 
chevaliers, and are not eligible tfitil 
they have exercised with distinction 
for twenty years civil or military du- 
ties or have done some important ser- 
vice to the state, or earned distinction 
in art or science. A chevalier must 
have held that grade for four years be- 
fore he can become an Officer; two 
years more are necessary before the 


-grade of commander can be attained; 


a commander cannot become a grand 
Officer under five years, and five years 
more are needed before a grand officer 
can become a grand cross. For mili- 
tary men years of war services count 
double. 


War Against Sparrows. 

The English sparrow, which has won 
so bad a reputation for quarrelsome- 
ness on this side of the ocean, is evi- 
dently becoming unpopular at home. 
At a recent meeting in London of the 
Society for the Protection of Birds it 
was proposed to petition the authori- 
ties throughout the country to adopt 
measures for checking the increase of 
house sparrows, because they drive 
away swallows and martins from their 
nests and destroy their eggs and nest- 
lings. 
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THE GUAM FICTION. 


Used in Marine Commerce as a Means 
of Concealment. 

Guam, in the Ladrone islands, which 
has now passed into the possession of 
the United States, has had a most 
curious use, for every year, says the 
Scientific American, thousands of ves- 
sels clear at custom houses for Guam, 
yet none of them ever go there. Guam 
seems t2 be a maritime Tom Tiddler’s 
ground. When a vessel clears for a 
certain port, it must go to that. place 
by the shortest route of sailing, unless 
turned away from it by stress of 
weather, and any failure to do tnis 
ealls for at least an explanation. It is 
not always desirable to declare the 
destination of vessels, especially 
among tramp traders who may wish 
to avoid carrying mail, or who may 
wish to pull the wool over the eyes cf 
business rivals. In cases of this kind 
the vessel clears for Guam and then 
usually sails away in exactly an op- 
posite direction, and the law appears 
to be satisfied. This extraordinary 
state of affairs is based on old tradi- 
tions of Spanish exclusiveness in trade 


in the East and West Indies. Owing 


to force of circumstances over which 
they had no control, the Spaniards 
found it desirable to open the Indies to 
trade, and in the early part of the cen- 
tury the old restrictions were re- 
moved; but by some chance the La- 
drone islands were not included, and, 
in accordance with the laws ‘of the 
Indies, every vessel calling there with- 
out leave from the Spanish authori- 
ties to do so was forfeited. Of course 
the penalty of the law has not been 
executed for many years, but its exist- 
ence has given rise to the legal fiction 
of clearing for Guam. It is probable 
that Guam will now prove less pop- 
ular. 


SENATOR VEST’S LOYALTY. 


What He Did for a Man Who Haé 

Helped Him. 

Whatever else may be said of Sen- 
ator Vest, his heart is warm, his spirit 
loyal, says the New York Tribune. A 
story is told of him that during the 
civil war he left his home to attend the 
confederate congress at Richmond, 


which was shortly afterward occupied | 


by the federal troops. If he remained 


. there he would, of course, have been 


arrested, but General John D. Steven- 
son, in command, was an old friend 
and schoolmate of Vest. At the time 
Stevenson arrived on the scene Mrs. 
Vest was ill. He stationed a guard 
around the Vest house, and kept it 
there as long as he remained in the 
vicinity. Vest never forgot this kind- 
ness. When General Stevenson died 
a year ago his widow was left in 
straitened circumstances. Hearing of 
this, Vest prepared a bill and forced it 
through congress, allowing her $50 a 
month, It was a difficult matter to 
have the amount fixed so high, the 
committee on pensions insisting it 


ought to be cut down to $30 in ac-. 


cordance with the rules governing such 
cases. “What do I care for your 
rules?” said Vest. “General Stevenson 
once rendered a great service to my 
wife, and it is proper now that 1 
should try to help his widow. She 
needs this money, and she must have 
it.” Tenacity is one of Mr. Vest’s most 
prominent characteristics. When he 
undertakes to do a thing he generally 
carries it through, and in this in- 
stance the bill was passed granting 
Mrs. Stevenson the full amount called 
for in the original bill.

Gordon’s Courage. 

Sir W. H. Russell, the veteran war 
correspondent, tells this characteristic 
story of Gordon: During the Crimean 
war there was a sortie, and the Rus- 
sians actually reached the English 
trench. Gordon stood on the parapet, 
in great danger of his life, with noth- 
ing save his stick in his hand, en- 
couraging the soldiers to drive out the 
Russians.» ‘Gordon,’ they cried, 
“come down!

Loubet’s Fine Decoration. 

The grand master’s collar of the Or- 
der of the Legion of Honor, with 
which President Loubet was invested, 
is of finely wrought gold, and is alto- 
gether a magnificent decoration, but 
very rarely assumed by the president. 
The order dates from Napoleon’s con- 
sulate in 1802. It comprises four 
classes—viz:, eighty grand crosses, 160 
grand officers, 400 commanders, and an 
unlimited number of officers and chev- 
aliers. Unless by the exercise of au- 
thority on the part of the grand mas- 
ter, or for some signal service to the 
state, all holding the order begin as 
chevaliers, and are not eligible ifitil 
they have exercised with distinction 
for twenty years civil or military du- 
ties or have done some important ser- 
vice to the state, or earned distinction 
in art or science. A chevalier must 
have held that grade for four years be- 
fore he can become an officer; two 
years more are necessary before the 
«grade of commander can be attained; 
a commander cannot become a grand 
officer under five years, and five years 
more are needed before a grand officer 
can become a grand cross. For mili- 
tary men years of war services count 
double. 


War Against Sparrows. 

The English sparrow, which has won 
so bad a reputation for quarrelsome- 
ness on this side of the ocean, is evi- 
dently becoming unpopular at home. 
At a recent meeting in London of the 
Society for the Protection of Birds it 
was proposed to petition the authori- 
ties throughout the country to adopt 
measures for checking the increase of 
house sparrows, because they drive 
away swallows and martins from their 
nests and destroy their eggs and nest- 
lings. 


American Sulphur. 

The war with Spain is said to have 
given an unexpected impulse to the 
production of sulphur in the United 
States.

SENATOR VEST’S LOYALTY. 


What He Did for a Man Who Hae 

Helped Him. 

Whatever else may be said of Sen- 
ator Vest, his heart is warm, his spirit 
loyal, says the New York Tribune. A 
story is told of him that during the 
civil war he left his home to attend the 
confederate congress at Richmond, 
which was shortly afterward occupied 


by the federal troops. If he remained 


. there he would, of course, have been 


arrested, but General John D. Steven- 
son, in command, was an old friend 
and schoolmate of Vest. At the time 
Stevenson arrived on the scene Mrs. 
Vest was ill. He stationed a guard 
around the Vest house, and kept it 
there as long as he remained in the 
vicinity. Vest never forgot this kind- 
ness. When General Stevenson died 
a year ago his widow was left in 
straitened circumstances. Hearing of 
this, Vest prepared a bill and forced it 
through congress, allowing her $50 a 
month, It was a difficult matter to 
have the amount fixed so high, the 
committee on pensions insisting it 


ought to be cut down to $30 in ac-.

rules?” said Vest. “General Stevenson 
once rendered a great service to my 
wife, and it is proper now that 1 
should try to help his widow. She 
needs this money, and she must have 
it.”

When he 
undertakes to do a thing he generally 
carries it through, and in this in- 
stance the bill was passed granting 
Mrs. Stevenson the full amount called 
for in the original Dill.
